How to make Cartridges, &c. 


T: caſe a Piece is very hot by Exerciſe, and 
will not 'endure the Powder, then a Car- 
tridge is neceſſary to make them ; you muſt 
have a Rowler of Wood to: the bigneſs of 
your Piece, on Which you mult role Paſt-board 
or Paper, paſting jt'as you role, that it may lie 
firm and ſmooth, rhen having dried the caſes, 
fill them with Powder, and choak them at both 
ends with a ſmall Cord, 'or you may ſtop the 
ends with Flax, *and put it into your Piece, 
forcing it with the Rammer into the charging 
Celinder, then with a ſharp lron bore it at 
The Touch-hole and Prime.

'F your buſineſs lies to ſhoot at Random, oz 
at a Mark, then you are to conſiderthe

T many times happens through too much 
haſtineſs, or that a Shot is miſtaken, or 
that the Powder, for want of being rammed 
down, makes it ſtick half way, ſo that it js 
dangerous to diſcharge it, without breaking 
the Piece ; in this Caſe let it deſcend, low- 
ering its Muzzle, and then having diſſolved 
Bay Salt, or other Salt, m ſome Vinegar 
put it into. the Touch-hole with a Funnel, 
and it will diſſolve the Powder ; then ſtrike 
on the Piece with a Hand-ſpike where the 
Bullet lyes, and it will rowl out, having be- 
fore given it a thruſt or two with the Ram- 
mer to looſen It. | 
It is taken notice on by all Gunners that 
the oftner a Piece is diſcharged, itby grow- 
ing hot, looſes more, and of it's force, and 
will not carry the third or fourth time fo far 
as it will the firſt or ſecond, every time aba- 
ting ſomewhat, ſo that you muſt cool ir, 
which is much the better done with Vinegar; ' 
for that not only carries off the heat, but 
by the ſharpneſs of it's Quality recoyers the 
loſt force.

Owder, a fatal inſtrument of Death, and 

*”” almoſt of incredible Force, was firſt found 
by one Bartholdus Swart. a Monk, by a ſpark 
of Fire accidentially falling amonglt ſome of 
his Chimical Preparations, but ſince as to its 
Force, has been much improved, it is made 
of the'Quinteſſence of Salt-peter, Brimſtone, 
and Coal Duſt, by grindingand other means, 
however in long lying afcer it is made, it will 
looſe much of 1ts Force, the ſtrength of the 
of the Salt-Peter, tending downwards, and 
that of the other matters upwards, and the 
firſt thing to know whether it be good or nor, 
is to handle it, and obſerve whether ir be 
well dried and corned, tuis being noted, lay 
a tew Corns ſcattering vpen a ſheet of white 
Paper, and fer Fire to them, when if ſo it 
happens, there is a black Mark, or ſindge 
wich a noiſom ſinell left behind, then the 
Powder. is not good, but if there be little or 
no Mark, or a'clear blewiſh Mark, then con- 
clude it fir for Service, bur nouzhty Powder 
may be made vp again, and ſtreng:hned with 
Salc-Peter. * ©
